By inflections of the v oice, the 
ideas of one p erson are made 
k nown to another. 
Is radio any more wonderfu l 
than writing? 
Radio conq u ers

sp ace and time. 
Vibrations of 
the air disap p ear bu t ideas in 
a book may be read again and 
again and may be ex amined for 
accu racy by a comp arison with 
other records and with “p roba­ 
bility and the natu re of things.

Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
p redicted today that commerce 
“mu st look to the rock et if we 
hop e to attain sp eeds of trans­ 
p ort abov e a few hu ndred miles 
an hou r.” 
In a letter to President Wal­ 
lace W. Atwood of Clark u niv er­ 
sity , read today at Clark ’s com­ 
mencement ex ercises, the av ia- 
tor-scientist said rock et ex p eri­ 
ments by Professor Robert H. 
Goddard of Clark might lead “a 
rock et enthu siast ’ to p redict “in 
an u ngu arded m o m e nt . . that 
we will ev entu ally trav el at 
sp eeds gov erned only by the ac- 
celebration which the hu man 
body can stand.” 
Lindbergh’s letter, written in 
England a month ago, p ointed 
ou t that “from the standp oint of 
science the rock et offers the only 
k nown p ossibility of sending in­ 
stru ments 
to altitu des abov e 
those reached by sou nding bal­ 
loons. Observ ations tak en ou t­ 
side of the earth’s atmosp here, 
or ev en in the higher lev els of 
the atmosp here, wou ld be of im­ 
mense v alu e in the stu dy of su ch 
su bjects as astronomy , meteor- 
olgy and terrestrial magnetism.” 
He also p ointed ou t that “from 
the standp oint of war we mu st 
consider the fact that rock ets 
may carry ex p losiv es faster than 
the airp lane and farther than 
the p rojectile.” 
Lindbergh recalled Professor 
Goddard’s

ex p eriments 
with rock ets and jet p rop u lsion 
in the Clark laboratories, grants 
from the Smithsonian institu ­ 
tion, and the 1929 grant from

Trenton, N. J. (JP) — New Jer­ 
sey’s short, stocky Gov. Harold 
G. Hoffman is a smart eriough 
politician to have won 15 elec­ 
tion battles — but he has^just 
enough Don Quixote in him to 
make him espouse causes which 
would be political suicide for an 
Qrdinary office holder. 
He stuck out his chin when he 
announced he would use “all the 
state’s resources” if necessary to 
prevent seizure of property by 
sit-down strikers. 
Labor gave 
him some resounding verbal wal­ 
lops but other officials soon fol­ 
lowed his lead. 
“My 
sympathy 
has 
always 
been with the laboring man, but 
not necessarily with those who 
represent themselves as leaders 
of labor,” he explains. “In poli­ 
tics, you can get a lot of votes by 
shouting ‘Down with big busi­ 
ness,’ but my theory is that the 
little fellow has the best oppor­ 
tunity to make an advance when 
big business is making money.” 
Convinced that the execution 
of Bruno Hauptmann did not 
completely solve the Lindbergh 
baby kidnap-killing, the 41-year- 
old state executive is still spend­ 
ing time and money in an effort 
to learn whether anyone else 
was involved in the crime.

One o f th e significant featu res o f G erm any ’s 
deliberate and su stained bo m bardm ent o f a 
peacefu l sea co ast co m m u nity is th a t th e news, 
terrible in its im plicatio ns, cau sed no great su r­ 
prise in th e wo rld o u tside th e u nh appy Reich . 
Th e nam e o f H itler h as lo ng since beco me a 
sy no ny m fo r h o rro r and fo r blo o dsh ed. He h as 
led th e way by gradu al stages to a calm accep­ 
tance o f h is statu s as a th ro w back fro m th e 
barbarism o f a dark age. 
Lacking enligh tenm ent, ty rants th ro u gh o u t th e 
centu ries h av e go v erned th ro u gh th e free letting 
o f blo o d. 
H itler’s tactics, beginning w ith th e 
bu rning o f th e Reich stag by h is o wn agents so 
th a t h e m igh t h av e an ex cu se fo r th e slau gh ter 
o f Co mmu nists, h av e beco me nau seating to a 
wo rld wh ich is by no m eans squ eemish . 
H itler plu nged h is arm s in blo o d to th e elbo ws 
again wh en po litical ex pendiency dictated th e 
liqu idatio n o f certain fo llo wers wh o se lo y alty h e 
qu estio ned. M u rder h as since beco me o ne o f th e 
specialties o f th e G erm an Go v ernm ent, practiced 
o n a wh o lesale scale at M adrid and Badajo z, 
M alaga and G u ernica, and no w at Almeria, wh ere 
G erm an warsh ips destro y ed th e to wn, killing 
wo men and ch ildren. 
Is th is war? Perh aps no t in th e grand m anner 
th a t distingu ish ed th e wo rld’s m o st pretentio u s 
effo rt alo ng th is line, made twenty y ears ago , bu t 
it is a t least th e prelu de to a great dram a. And 
th is dram a, wh en it actu ally co mes, will be no 
affair o f o u rs. We canno t h elp th e Spaniards by 
interv ening and we wo u ld do infinite h arm to 
o u rselv es. 
It is distressing, h o wev er, to o bserv e ev en fro m 
a distance o f th ree th o u sand miles th e steady 
decadence o f a o nce great peo ple into th e aby s­ 
m al depth s o f sav agery wh ich a ru ler w ith a lu st 
fo r blo o d h as as h is o bjectiv e. 


DOWN IN TENNESSEE 
A great deal o f th e news th a t co mes o u t o f 
Tennessee m akes u s wo nder as to ju st w h at 
standards o f civ ilizatio n o btain in th e state and if 
th ere is any pretense to w ard keeping u p w ith th e 
m arch o f pro gress. Th ere is a great deal o f ev i­ 
dence to su ggest th a t th e state o f m ind in 
Tennessee is still qu ite prim itiv e. 
It isn’t pleasant fo r th e mo re enligh tened 
citizens o f th e state to recall th e ev o lu tio n trial 
and neith er is th ere cau se fo r pride in th e recent 
m arriage wh ich attracted natio nwide attentio n 
by reaso n o f th e circu m stance th a t th e bride­ 
gro o m was a m atu re m an and th e bride a little 
ch ild. 
No w th ere is mo re news fro m Tennessee. In 
Wo o dbu ry , Jo h n Dav is, a farm er, h arnessed h is 
frail wife to a plo w. Ph y sicians said h er bo dy was 
bru ised and ru bbed raw in spo ts, apparently fro m 


th e straps o f h er h arness. Th e wo man died. 
Tennessee may o r may no t realize it, bu t th is 
piece o f news inv o lv es th e state in disgrace, es­ 
pecially wh en it tends to su ppo rt o th er ev idence 
th a t th e spirit o f th e dark ages still h o v ers o v er 
th e state.

Future Veterans to Benefit

senate m ilitary co m m ittee th is 
afterno o n appro v ed a bill to 
apply ex isting v eterans’ benefit 
legislatio n to “any fu tu re w ar in 
wh ich th e United States is en­ 
gaged.” 
Co mmittee 
mem bers 
term ed th e pro po sal, wh ich was 
fav o red by v eterans’ o rganiza­ 
tio ns, a “declaratio n o f po licy .” 
Th e m easu re pro v ides th a t laws 
ex tending m o netary and o th er 
benefits fo r death and disability 
fro m th e wo rld w ar sh all be ap­ 
plicable to v eterans o f “su ch 
fu tu re w ar” and th eir depen­ 
dents “to a t least th e same ex ­ 
te nt” as in fo rce a t th e o u tbreak 
o f h o stilities.

prob lems of the State Highway 
Commission, req u ires many dif­ 
ferent ty pes of eq u ipment, Earl 
Crawford, chairman, pointed ou t 
today . 
Some of the eq u ipment su ch as 
snowplows and mowers are u sed 
only a t certain seasons while 
tru ck s and graders are u sed 
throu ghou t the y ear in the per­ 
formance of different operations. 
Among the eq u ipment u sed in 
m aintenance work on the state 
highway sy stem are 45 special 
shou lder m aintainers which are 
mou nted on tru ck s and u sed to 
k eep the grav el or stone shou lder 
pu lled u p against the pav ement. 
There are 10 patching ou tfits, 3 02 
tar k ettles and 42 special b itu ­ 
minou s mix ers—all u sed in re­ 
pairing 
b itu minou s 
su rfaced 
highway s. 
The commission has 19 scarri- 
fiers u sed in ripping u p grav el or 
b itu minou s su rfaces preliminary 
to repairs; 22 10-ton and 29 5 -ton 
highway su rfacers. Fiv e pneu ­ 
matic mu d jack s are u sed to raise 
pav ement at points where the 
su b grade has settled and

are

graders, scarrifiers and other 
eq u ipment. 
For the two sou thern highway 
districts where rock and 
dirt

way , two small power shov els are 
b eing prov ided to speed u p re­ 
mov al of the slide and restore 
traffic.
